One enterprising
writer fraces the origin of the oustom to the
Druids, who, considering they did not recog-
nize or know of the Christian religion, were
exceedingly penetrating in  observiog the
Christmas festival. In these times the wildest
revel marked the scone. The *Lord of Mis-
rule’’ and the ““Abbot ¢f Wisdom’' were insti-
tutions, and beneath them the scene of turmoil
was perfeoted. In our time the occasion is
celebrated by gifts, congratulations, and family
gatherings. Itis the season when the seat-
tered honseholds meet together and exohange
tokens of remembrance and affection. Gayety
rules in place of excessive mirth, and great
pleasure is given the children through our
gifts, sweetmeats, and sight-seeings.

The custom of celebrating Christmas eve by
parading the streets dressed as fantastio char-
acters, and making night hideous with horns,
is peonliarly Philadelphian, and wedonot regmt
its general observance.

It
does no harm, and affords a rare opportunity
to strangers to see a sight which is excep-
tional to all. We hope that the authorities
will not interfere to prevent, but only to re-
strain, the harmless frolic which marks the
eve of Christmas,

littls to dampen the bappiness of the day. We
bave been blessed with national peace and
prosperity. We have escaped violent business
convulaions, and the dawn of the future is
cheering. While other years have seen war
apd tomult, and failures of erops and com-
meroe, 1867 has been marked by nons, so far
as the United Btates are concerned. The joy,
therefore, will not be restrained by the remem-
brance of the dark clouds of adversity. We
expect, then, to see the celebration asuniversal
as any of its most joyous predecessors. Al
ready the streetsarethronged with purchasers,
fathers laden down with presents for
their children, mothers bearing in their arma
the deliglons sweets which are to fill the
ptockings of the little omes; brothers and
gisters carefully concealing from their rela-
tives the surprise which they are expaoted to
feol. Every one we meet, every person who
growds our thoroughfares, is a living witness
of the ocossion, and a proof of the gene-
rality of its celebration. The strests of our
city are thronged, and business is Dbrisk, as
usnal at this time of the year.

Joy beaming
through all the orowd, congratulations of
friends resound on every hand, and as the
kindly words echio from every side, we oan
but join in the usnal courtesy, and extend to
our readers our sinsere wishes that they may
all have & “Happy Christinns.”
